BY PLAIN STATEMENT OF FACTS 


No Graft in Land Purchase and Pumping Station 


is Located for Best Interest 


of the City. 


FoUy of the Argument Against Location of the Pumping 


Plant is Hade Clear-Statement of the Case 


Made by Engineer L. K. Davis. 


Waiting till the last day of the cam- 


paign, the 
American-Tribune 
has 


sprung a water works "sensation," 
hoping that the truth would not reach 
the voters before the beginning of the 
battle of ballots on Tuesday. 


In the first place, the Republican or- 


gan tries to show graft in the selection 
of the water works pumping station 
tite; in the second place, it accuses 
the water works engineer 
with im- 


becility, and thirdly, it harshly criti- 
cises the city administration and the 
engneer for locating the pumping sta- 
tion at a point that will soon be sur- 
rounded by the city itself, 
arguing 


'that the station, to insure pure water, 
should be located far from the contam- 
ination of the city. 


The American Tribune seeEs to cast 


reflection on the 
Tallmadge Realty 


company in which John P. Lamb, one 
of the Democratic candidates, happens 
to have a little stock, by alleging that 
this company, through one of its offi- 
cers, sold to the city the pumping sta- 
tion site, thereby making a neat profit 
for John P. Lamb, one of the com- 
pany's stockholders. Here are the 
facts: 


The "Tallmadge Realty company, it) 


which Mr. Lamb holds a small inter- 
est, had absolutely nothing to do "with 
the transaction. Several months ago 
James K. fiamilf,' ""Who happens to be 
an officer in the Tallmadge company, 
personally bought the tract of land 
referred to. Later the engineer. L. K." 
Davis, after careful surveys, decided 
that the site would be the best obtain-1 
able for 
the pumping station. Mr., 


Hamill was seen and was asked to put 
a price^ on a porion of the land. Mr. 
Hamill paid $165 an. acre for the land 
and priced that portion of it desired, 
by the 
city at §200 an acre. Mr.' 


Hamill told the- officials of his inten- 
tion tc lay the property out in five 
acre lots, but that the city could have I 
one or more acres at 8200 an acre, no 
more, no less. The city could take it 
or let it alone, as it pleased. 
Mr. 


Hamill made no effort to crowd the 
sale and simply did as any other good 
business man would have done under 
the circumstances. 
It was a clean 


transaction with no graft connected 
with it. 


•As to the location" of the pumping 


station "in a swamp>" the engineer 
himself, L. K. Davis, may answer. Mr. 
Davis furnishes the following signed 
statement: 


Mr. Davis' Statement. 


Referring to our conversation Satur- 


day evening, would state that purchase ' 
of the site for the new water works' 
plant by the Board of Public Service, 
was done upon my suggestion, which 
suggestion however, was not made nn- 
til careful surveys and estimates were 
prepared; and the relative cost of the 
different plant locations were made. 
There are approximately nine f9> 
acres of high ground, which will be 
utilized for the filter plant and clear 
water basin, the pumping station be- 
ing located on the low ground, in or- 
der to save excavation in laying the in- 
take line and building the pump pit- 
The level of the floor for the boiler 
and pump room, however, will be three 
feet higher than the highest stage of 
The flood of March. 1898; 
and three 


feet six inches higher than the presen* 
pumping station oJ the Newark Water 
company.

The third criticism offered by the 


American Tribune, namely that the 
pumping station should not be located 
so near the city, but to avoid contam- 
ination should be placed farther away 
from town, may be briefly answered. 


The location of the pumping station 


does -not necessarily affect the source 
of water supply. 
It will be a simple 


matter to lay a tile up the creek as far 
as desired and to bring the water to 
the pumping station from any point 
along the creek. This will be not only 
cheaper but more feasible than to lay 
double water mains from a pumping 
station located at a distant point. At 
any rate, no matter where the water 
comes from it must be filtered before 
the city can sell a gallon of it. Let no- 
body imagine for a. moment that the lo- 
cation of the pumping station near the 
.city will 
affect the 
quality 
of the 


(•water. Te criticism on this score is 
absolutely, foolish.

land, In Which Two Hundred Thou- 
sand Persons Participate—Horrible 
Atrocities on Helpless Jews—Work 
of Mobs at Odessa and Elsewhere. 


St. Petersburg, Nov. C. — The day 


'happily passed in St. Petersburg with- 
out disorders or bloodshed. The So- 
cialists and revolutionists planned a 
mammoth demonstration in connec- 
tion with the funerals of those killed 
in last week's riots, but General Tre- 
poff 
intervened. 
The revolutionary 


leaders here anticipate a period of 
comparative quiet and s^eak of the 
great strike simply as a "maneuver" 
which forced autocracy to make con- 
cessions. "We Haven't any intention 
of ending the" fight now," said one of 
them, "but will organize and arm the 
people for the final strugle. We ex- 
pect nothing from bureaucracy, and 
only by a popular uprising can 'we 
achieve our aim, which is a constitu- 
ent assembly."

with full satisfaction on account of 
its limitations. The general cry from 
all quarters is for a declaration - on 
broader linos, which it is felt can not 
be long delayed. 


Mob's Work at Odessa. 


Odessa, Nov. 6.—A tour of the city 


and part of the suburbs found all 
quiet. Whole rflws of shops, that were 
pillaged have been boarded up. The 
poorer Jewish quarters suffered worst 
and the principal streets, with few ex- 
ceptions, were untouched. 


T^he casualties in Saturday's dis- 


turbances exceed 140, and those of 
the preceding three days, which nave 
been verified, number nearly ,5,600. 
The plundering, continues in outlying 
districts, but the city is relatively 
quiet, though the population is still 
anxious. 


The latest accounts of the devasta- 


tion in the Jewish quarter add horror 
to the situation. Besides numerous 
mills, all the bakeries, shops and 
nearly 600 homes have been destroy- 
ed. The Jews killed in every circum- 
stance were treated with revolting 
barbarity Heads were battered with 
hammers; nails were driven into the 
bodies, eves were gouged out and ears 
severed. Many bodies were disem- 
boweled, and in some cases petroleum 
was poured over the sick found hiding 
in cellars and they were burned to 
death.

Clashes With Troops. 


St Petersburg. Nov. 6. —Fatal en- 


counters between the soldiers and the 
populace and anti-Jewish excesses are 
reported from many places in the 
provinces. 
At Kremenchug 20 per- 


sons were killed, and SO injured. 
At 


Kutais a military train was wrecked 
and nine soldiers were killed. After 
the 
collision 
the 
revolutionaries 


opened a rifle fire on the train and 
the troops replied in kind. There 
were several killed or injured on both' 
sides. At Berdicheff several persons 
were killed or injured, and at Minsk 
serious rioting arose through" the 
troops preventing a meeting of citi- 
zens. The troops fired volleys into 
the crowds and there was intermit- 
tent firing for a long time. A hun- 
dred were killed and 600 wounded. 
Indescribable horrors are bang -wit- 
nessed every day. The massacre and 
pillage of the Jews continue at Kisa- 
taeff. 


Poland A*oused. 


Warsaw. Nov. 6. — Great patriotic 


demonstrations were held in 
the 


streets by crowds estimated at 200.- 
OWt persons. Processions beaded by 
clergy and singing "God Save Poland" 
paraded the principal streets, which 
were elaborately decorated. An at- 
tempt by the Russian loyalists to or- 
ganize * procession was a complete 
failure, barely 500 persons taking part

audience in Recital Hall. Dr. Colwell 
maintains the opinion that aside from 
its ?.id toward mental development 
and culture, college education for wo- 
men does not, according to the present 
system, equip the woman adequately 
for her life work, for home making; 
thar if a college ivoman does succeed 
in her duties as -a home, keeper, it Is 
not because of the effect of her colllege 
education, but of her practical home- 
training. Dr. Colwell advocates educa- 
tion for women to different system. 
He would modify the curriculum so 
that the young woman might be taught 
those studies, •which would be of prac- 
tical use and interest to her afterward. 
such as household 
economics- house 


sanitation, hygiene, etc. Dr. Colwell 
stated his belief that the hoy derives 
iaucn more benefit from his college ed- 
ucation than the girl from hers, and 
that the boy receives more usfeul prep- 
aration for his life work than does the 
girl.

At a meeting of the executive board

bIG LOG RAFT S CRUISE 


Largest Ever Built Is to Cross 


the Pacific Ocean. 


FROM SAN PEANOISOO TO SHANGHAI 


It Wi" Contain Ten Million Fret of 


I-umber—MnrlnerH Say the Pr\.jec< 


. 1* Portion* to Nuvlicutiou Becaane 


of the Danger of the Haft Going 
to I'leoe*. 


Stella, Wash., on the Columbia rlv- 


er, tbe birthplace of tbe Immense log 
rafts wbich have brought world wide 
fame to tbe picturesque and daring 
methods of lumber transportation on 
the Pacific coast, is just now all agog 
over the prospect that her expert raft 
builders will have an opportunity to 
outdo themselves by building the lar- 
gest raft the world has ever seen, says 
a special dispatch from Seattle to tbe 
St. Louis Post-Dispatch. Tbe record 
breaking raft which is now projected 
will contain more than 10,000,000 feet 
of lumber and will be fully one-fourth 
larger than tbe biggest log leviathan 
previously constructed. 


Still more interesting is tbe fact that 


this new raft is to be towed across tbe 
Pacific from San Francisco to Shang- 
hai, Cbina—tbe first time such a feat 
Las been attempted. A number of the 
monster log rafts have within the 
past few years been towed from ports 
in tbe Pacific northwest to San Fran- 
cisco, but this will be the first attempt 
to send one of the ponderous craft on 
a transoceanic vo}rage. 
Two. of the 


most powerful tugboats on the western 
coast will undertake to drag tbe logs 
to tbe orient, and tbe odd fleet will be 
accompanied on its long voyage by a 
collier or oil steamer with fuel for the 
tugs. 


Already shipowners, vessel masters 


seafaring men who have to do 
navigation on the Pacific are de- 


lidedly worried over tbe news that tbe 
big raft Is to attempt to journey to tbe 
far east and are urging that some steps 
be taken to prevent the monster tow 
from putting to sea. As a matter of 
fact, all the monster rafts which have 
from time to time been towed along 
the- Pacific coast have been brought 
safely to port, with the exception of 
one or two of the first, which were put 
together wben the builders did not 
have as perfect a knowledge as they 
have now of the best way to fashion 
tbem. Nevertheless the mariners on 
the world's greatest ocean declare that 
the raft en route to Cbina will be a 
positive menace to navigation. 


In the construction of the transpa- 


cific raft there will be utilized what i& 
known as a floating cradle, an im- 
provement which is largely responsible 
for tbe present • development of this 
unique Industry. The cradle,. to pro- 
vide which costs the raft builder thou- 
sands of dollars as a preliminary in- 
vestment ere be even begins bis real 
work, consists of a long series of im- 
mense half circles of wood held in. 
place by strong ribs, the! whole struc- 
ture being securely bolted together. 


It looks for all the world like the 


skeleton framework of a great ship ia 
course of construction—a big one, mind 
you—for one of these cradles is longer 
than tbe largest ocean liner, and tbe 
resemblance is still further suggested 
by the fact that the span of the semi- 
circles of wood grows less as either 
end of the cradle Is approached, just 
as a ship tapers to stem and stern, this 
arrangement being resorted to in order 
to give the distinctive cigar shape to 
the raft for wbich the cradle serves as 
a mold. 


As tbe accumulation of logs in- 


creases the cradle of course sinks 
deeper and deeper into the water. At 
the beginning of the operation the sides 
of tbe cradle tower like great posts 
above the beads of the workmen em- 
ployed in building tbe raft, but when 
the log craft is completed the top of 
the cradle is on a level with tbe water, 
while the whalelike back of the raft 
curves ten feet above it 


Meanwhile the work of binding to- 


gether this great bundle of sticks has 
been continually In progress. As a 
backbone for the wooden fish a main 
chain, with links of iron several inches 
in thickness, Is run fore and aft 
through the raft from end to end. 
Crossing this chain at right angles and 
connected with it are cross chains of 
slightly smaller size, and these in turn 
are joined at either sice of the raft 
to encircle chains which are wound 
about the log mass at intervals of 
twelve feet or less. Tbe effect of this 
system of cbu.us is to inclose the log 
structure in a flexible cage and strain 
upon which is equally communicated 
to all parts. 


After the raft Js fnlly completed 


comes the problem of launching, and 
jere a surprise Is in store for the nn- 
initiated. The cradle, it appears, is in 
reality two structures, and whereas it 
las been stanch cnongb to hear the 
thousands of tons weight of the raft 
under construction the mere drawing 
of Ury pins serves to sever It an tw.i:c 
ihroushout its length and as the two 
•vw-iions are drawn apart the raft falls 
Into 1he water.
